Here and There 


Ail previous records set by the 
Manitoba Telephone System, a pro- 
vincial all-government owned and 
operated utility, were surpassed in 
July, when net earnings for the 
month were $15,764. A surplus of 
$100,000 was predicted for ie pres- 
ent fiscal year, 


According to an estimate made by 
Quebec Automobile Club officials 
from data supplied by transportation 
companies and garages, 200,000 tour- 
ists have already passed through 
Quebec this year. This, it is explain- 
ed, is an increase of twenty per cent. 
over the total for the whole of last 
year. 


peg since the beginning of the cur- 
rent year to date have topped the 
three million dollar mark, being 
$3,034,840 for 1,704 structures. For 
the corresponding period of last year 
the total was $2,289,450 for 1,733 
buildings, an increase in value for 
this year of $745,390. 


Heavy shipments of this season’s 
crop of potatoes in Fredericton, N.B., 
are now being made to the Cuban 
market from the potato belt on the 
Upper St, John River, according to 
the provincial superintendent of the 
crops and soil division of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. There have 
been large consignments from ¢ Carle- 

—ton-and-Victoria counties. 


Greater Montreal's population is 
now estimated at 1,028,000, accord- 
ing to the 1925 issue of Lovell’s 
Montreal Directory just published, 
Population of the city proper is esti- 
mated at 907,500. Population in the 
suburbs and surrounding country is 
given as 120,500. The last estimate 
of Greater Montreal's population, 
by the same authority, gave the 
population as 979,027.

NEW RATES| SU BMITTED BY 


RAILROADS ARE NOT YET 
EQUAL TO RATE EASTWARD— 
REDUCTION MEANS LITTLE TO 
WEST. 


For the past few weeks Alberta 
people have felt quite elated because 
of the announcement of the Board of 
railway commissioners that they had 
ordered the equalizing of rates on 
grain and flour moving westward to 
the Pacific coast. Of ¢Otirse it was 
thought that “equalizing” was intend- 
ed to be just what the word means. 
That is that the rate on grain and 
folur from any point in Alberta to the 
Pacific coast would be dhe same as 
the rate on these commo ‘ities for ‘an 
going east- 


ward. According to the publication 
of the new rates which are supposed 
to be now in effect, this is not the 
use, ¢ 

If the rates had been really equal- 
ized, Alberta should have benefitted 


to the tune of at least two or three 
cents a hundredweight. Centres which 
have had an opportunity of testing 
put.the new rate find that it only 
means a saving of one half a cent per 
hundred or three-tenths of one cent 
a bushel, 

This surely is another case of where 
the West is being discriminated 
against, It also shows that the’ rail- 
way companies are not abiding by the 
slecision of the railway commission as 
t was distinctly understood at the 
ime they made their ruling that: the 
rates. were to equalized between 
east and west as per mileage of haul.

Forty years ago the jobie m was to effect a compr omise between the con- 
flicting views of-the farming population of Ontario and Quebes on the one 
hand and the industria! interests of these Provinces on the other hand, and 
niso to recuncile the thon acute differences existing between French-speaking 
Roman Catholic Quebec and Hnglish+speaking Protestant Ontario. Coupled 
with these major diffieulties was the task of.uniting by a bond of-common 
interest these two Provinees of upper Canada with the Maritime Provinces. 

With the passage of time the old racial and religious animosities between

EVIEW 
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Railways 

The seasonal nature of production in 
the pralile provinces places a heavy 
burden on the railways during the fall 
months, 

The plans for handling each year’s 
crop have to be made far in advance 
of cutting, with the same precision 
that characterizes the plans of an 
army commander in the field, The 
crops have to be attacked, captured 
and carried off to the head of naviga- 
tion, All the equipment to be em- 
ployed in the campaign has to be dis= 
tributed in advance. The whirr of 
the threshing machine is the signal 
for the railways to go over the top. 
A campaign is then on which is push- 
ed with feverish haste until the freeze- 
up puts an-end to activities for the 
season. 

Were it possible for the railways to 
take twelve months to get the major 
portion of the crop out, the task would 
be-mucli simpler. They would not 
have to drop everything else to handle 
grain alone. They could take thelr 
time about it. As it is, while the 
erop movement is on, anything that 
might:interfere with it. must be side- 
tracked. 

The greater part of the crop moves. 
in one direction and there is little re- 
turn cargo for the railways; so ‘that 
they are havling out grain and send- 

. ing back empties for more grain. - 

As long as-the industrial develop- 
‘ment of the prairie provnices remains 
as it Is there is no possible way’ for 
tlie railways to escape from this un- 
economical situation, which - taxes 
their personnel and equipment to the 
‘mit; and compels them. to send their 
trains out loaded and bring them back 
empty. re 7 ; 

The geiting out of the crop every 
fall is, .of course, the most important 
antiual event in the économic life of 
the prairie provinces, - There is no 
other great grain-growing area in the 

\. world where the transportation prob- 
lem is wore difficult and none in which 
that problem is more vigorously at- 
tacked or more successfully solved 
thati these same provinces,—Regina 
Post.

The blowing of this fuse 
is neither a catastrophe nor a penalty. 
it if merely a friendly warning of an 
attempt to use more electricity than 
is good for the wires. The fuse blows 
‘out only when tiiere might be trouble— 
‘and after it has blown out there can 
be no trouble. The blowing of a fuse 
is simply the operation of a safety de- 
vice, and as long as the fuse is'there 
waiting, trouble has no. chance.

_ Of Railway Ties 


Preservative Treatment Big Saving in 
Gost of Upkeep 

The natural resources intelligence 
service of the department of the in- 
terior at Ottawa says; 

One wonders ashe travels along 
the railway; what becomes of all the 
old railway ties that the section gangs 
are constantly taking out and replac- 
ing with new ones. Occasionally a 
fire is seen, when these old tiles are 
being burned, but the greater portion 
of them are used by the railway men 
for firewood. It is the enormous 
quantity of these ties, however, that 
are required to keep the railway lines 
in proper condition, because, with the 
heavy trains and the high speed with 
which they travel, it is essential that 
the road-bed be kept up to maximum 
effictehcy. 

The provision of the necessary sup- 
ply of tles is one of the problems with 
which the ratlways have to deal, and 
it is a very serious one. Rigid spect- 
fications are provided, and a careful 
inspection ts necessary. When the 
millions of tles used annually fs con- 
sidered, and that each tle has its pro- 
portion of the load to carry, the neces- 
sitl for this inspection is apparent. 

In 1923, the last year for which fig- 
ures are available there were 14,764,- 
830 railway ties cut in Canada, These, 
converted, into thelr eqtivalent of 
standing timber, represent 177;177,960 
cubic feet, with a value of $13,228,547. 

Railway (ies vary in length from 8 
to 9 feet, with a thickness of from 6 
te 7 inches and a width on top of from 
7 to 10 inches,.while’ they vary in 
grade according to the purpose for 
which they are to be used. Some of 
the tes are sawed or hewed on top, 
bottom and sides, while others are 
and bottom 


only. 

During recent years the Canadian 
railways have undertaken preserva- 
tive treatment of their tles, creosote 
being largely-used. There are a 
number of plants situated throughout 
Canada for this purpose, many mil- 
lions being thus treated annually, It 
is claimed that the life of the ties is 
doubled by this preservative treat- 
ment. ‘This is a big factor in the cost 
of upkeep of the railway lines, as the 
prices now being paid for tles are a 
‘heavy charge against operation. The 
lengthening of the life of the ties, fur- 
thermore; reduces the. cost of thang- 
ing them in the road-bed, and will also 
reduce the supply .of old ties available

1634 the Massachusetts general court 
made it unlawful for a man to pur- 
(apparel) — either 
woollen or silke or lynnen, wiih. any 
lace on it, silver, golde, ‘silke or 
thread.” It was also forbidden to 
“make or buy slashed clothes other 
than one slash in each sleeve and an- 
other in the backe.” As early as 1636 
the wearing of lace by men was for- 
bidden, but tailers were permitted: to 
bind the edge of suits with linen bind- 
ing.

Workmen Have Completed Novel 
Engineering Feat In England 

A novel engineering feat reached its 
climax a short time ago in England 
when workmen who since December 
have been boring under the Thames 
at a depth of 80 ft., between Barking 
Creek and Woolwich Arsenal, com- 
pleted the excavation of a tunnel 8,000 
ft. long—about 214 times the width of 
- | the river at London Bridge, London. 

For the first time in engineering 
history, the boring through the chalk 
has been carried out In compressed 
air at a pressure of 40 Ib. to the square 
inch, 

Some of the men who are employ- 
ed in this classe of work are paid at 
the rate of $5,000 a year. 

Forty feet of solid chalk stand above 
the tunnel. anf 

Sixty-four men have been engaged 
on the job, 32 working from the Wool- 
wich side and 32 from the Essex side. 
When the last barrier of chalk was 
plerced the gangs shook hands heart- 
ily. 

By careful mathematical calculation 
the two parts of the tunnel met exact-

Mystery Man ' Of Arabia 


Colonel Lawrence Was Great Figure 
In World War 

The mystery man of Arabla, arch- 
aeologist, turned soldier and maker 
of kings, Colonel T. E. Lawrence, re- 
mained practically unknown unt!l the 
end of the great war. Yet he was one 
of the greatest figures in the world 
struggle. 

“Members of the army medical 
board looked at the frail, five-foot- 
three, tow-headed youth, winked at 
one another, and told him to run home 
to his mother and wait for the next 
war. 

“Just four years after he had been 
turned down as physically unfit for the 
ranks, this young Oxford graduate, 
small of stature, shy and scholarly as 
ever, entered Damascus at the head of 
his victorious army.” . 

“In 1917 Lawrence and his asso- 
ciates, in co-operation with Feisal, All, 
Abdullah and Zeid, blew up 24 Turkish 
trains, tore up 16,090 rails and des- 
troyed 57 bridges and culverts. Dur- 
ing the T8 months that he led the 
Arabs they dynamited 79 trains and 
bridges.” 

With his-Arab army ever fncreasing 
and becoming more efficient, Law- 
rence, aged 29, at the head of the Be- 
douin  irregulars, “eventually rode 
through th® strets of Damascus. 

In such small compass it is impos- 
sible to. do justice to the exploits of 
Lawrence—of the times he went dis- 
guised into the Turkish Hnes, of his 
meeting with the Bedouin Robin Hood 
(an ancient gentleman who had slain

A Homely Illustration 


Toasting Bread Shows Main Principle 

Accounting For Heat at Equator 

Every time we toast a plece of bread 
we are illustrating the main principle 
which chiefly accounts for the earth 
being hotter at the equator than at 
the poles. If we hold the bread par- 
allel with the fire, it gets the full heat, 
but if we tilt it slantwise, it takes 
longer to toast. The equator is the 
part of the earth’s globe that gets the 
most direct rays from the sun, the 
poles the parts that get the most 
slanting rays. In the one case, we 
get a sun directly overhead at some 
part of the day; in the other, the sun 
at its very best only “rises” to a point 
low doWn on the horizon, and so gives 
off rays extremely on the slant. These 
slantwise rays, too, have to pass 
through much more atmospheres than 
the straight rays, and as our almos- 
pheres acts as a sort of blanket, with 
its mists and fogs, it follows that the 
heat of the slanting rays is still fur- 
ther reduced in power. Other con- 
siderations also have their bearing 
upon the question, but the straight 
versus slantwise rays are the main fac- 
tor in the comparative heat of the
